Cape Charles Quarantine, Va., January 27, 1899. 
Sie : I have the honor to report that in obedience to your telegram of 
yesterday I visited Portsmouth, Va. , to- day, and conferred with Dr. Hope, 
quarantine officer at that port, in regard to the reported cases of small- 
pox there. There were 2 cases quarantined in their homes, whom I 
saw, both mild types of smallpox. All the other cases, 14 in number, 
were in the pesthouse. The prevailing type of the disease is very mild. 
The first was discovered on December 31, a negro roustabout from 
Norfolk. General vaccination is being urged, and all cases reported as 
suspicious are investigated by the board of health at once.

I write for advice, and I am ready to follow your instructions to the 
letter.
